press, because she lays her eggs in a 
Morris chair in the dining room of the 
home of her owner, Mrs. P. J. Irwin, 
“Chicket,” the pet hen of Miss Anna 
K- Bewley, well known naturalist of 
Forest Grove, s n a tc h e s through onto 
the first page today. 
Miss Bewley tells the story in this 
manner in defense of her “C hicket:” 
" ‘T w eedles’ got her name in the 
paper, we told our ‘Chicket,’ just be­ 
cause she la>s her eggs in the living 
room of her ow m r s house on a Morris 
chair. 
“ ‘Guess she never heard of my oper­ 
ation,’ "Chicket” said 
‘That would fix 
her superiority complex.’ 
" ‘Chicket’ is a four year old, and 
began lib- with a great handicap: she 
was blind. 
“We first noticed lier trouble shortly 
after silo was hatched when she tried 
to get her food by reaching up in the 
air for it instead of picking 
it up 
along with the others. Then we placed 
her in the feed can and patiently di­ 
rected her course until she learned to 
find it under her feet. The same course 
was followed in teaching her to drink, 
and in a short time she learned to find 
the water trough. 
“She couldn't keep up with the rest 
of the flock, however, and became tile 
family pet. 
As she grew older she 
learned to find her way about, from 
the house to the L u n, but nearly met 
an untimely death w hen a wagon wheel 
passed over ner crop, crushing and 
cutting it so that the corn she ate fell 
out through the c u t 
“We gathered her up with sorrow 
and feared she was doomed, but later 
decided on the ‘operation.’ The inner 
and outer skin of the crop were drawn 
carefully together and held in place 
with silk stitches (later removed), and 
all due antiseptic precautions were 
observed. 
The only feed given her 
tor a few days b u n g bread and milk, 
and her recovery was complete except 
a scar that prevents the crop from 
expanding as much as it might. 
She proved 
her ability to adapt 
herself to her peculiar circum stances 
the first year of her life. 
After laying 
eggs wherever she happened to be for 
several 
months, 
she 
learned 
to go 
every day to a box under a shed, 
placed so that she could find it by 
walking along close to the side of the 
building 
“Sow at the mid of four years she 
finds her way to the feed box, without 
help, and last year raised a family of 
2b little chicks, taking them to their 
own shelter every night and roaming 
a bout with them during the daytim e” 


Twenty years 
ago 
these 
persons 
were employed in the shipyard here. 
Twelve shipways and a townsite were 
built where a foundry and cornfields 
had once stood. It is said that 10,000 
people wrere employed in the enter­ 
prise, which was the result of the 
United States’ entry in the World War.
